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I    A  HISTORY  OF  THE  FOUITOATIOI] 

Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
was  established  in  1936  as  a  not-for-profit  scientific  fact-finding 
organization.  The  Foundation  provides  a  research,  development,  and  ex- 
perimental engineering  service  to  industry,  government  agencies,  and  the 
general  public. 

Organized  without  endowment,  the  Foundation  has  grown  from  a 
staff  of  three  scientists  and  an  annual  research  volume  of  $140,000  to  one 
of  the  nation's  largest  research  centers  with  a  staff  of  almost  900  persons 
and  an  annual  research  volume  exceeding  .lY^OOOjOOO.  The  Foundation's  11 
buildings  contain  more  than  three  and  one-half  acres  of  floor  space. 

Since  1936,  the  Foundation  has  conducted  more  than  2,^00  projects. 
The  full-time  staff  currently  handles  about  300  projects  a  year. 

In  I9U2,  the  Foundation  began  doing  research  for  other  countries. 
It  was  the  first  United  States  research  organization  to  operate  offices 
and  laboratories  outside  this  countiy. 

Shortl:)'-  before  World  War  II,  the  Foundation  pioneered  in  the 
development  of  magnetic  recording.  This  industry,  operating  under  license 
agreements  with  the  Foundation,  has  become  an  important  element  in  today' s 
business  and  entertainment  activities. 
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II   TECHNOLOGY  CMTER 

Technology  Center  is  the  name  given  to  a  geographical  area  on 
Chicago's  near  south  side,  about  two  and  one-half  miles  from  the  Loop. 
Most  of  the  Foundation's  administrative  offices  and  many  of  the  laboratories 
are  near  the  corner  of  33rd  and  State  streets. 

The  Technology  Center  campus  includes  the  Foundation,  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,  the  Institute  of  Gas  Technology,  and  the  Central 
Research  Laboratory  of  the  Association  of  American  Railroads. 

This  110-acres,  formerly  the  heart  of  Chicago's  south  side  blighted 
area,  is  being  rapidly  developed  into  one  of  the  world's  centers  of  higher 
education  and  fundamental  and  applied  research.  'When  completed,  the  campus 
will  extend  between  30th  and  3?th  streets  from  State  street  to  the  New  York 
Central  tracks,  and  between  31st  and  35th  streets  from  Michigan  avenue  to 
State  street. 

Generally  speaking,  Illinois  Tech  concentrates  on  education  and 
fundamental  research.   This  great  center  of  engineering  education  was  formed 
in  I9I4.O  when  Lewis  and  Armour  Institutes  of  Technology  merged. 

The  Foundation  specializes  in  applied  industrial  research.  How- 
ever, it  also  sponsors  and  conducts  a  limited  number  of  fundamental  research 
programs. 

The  Institute  of  Gas  Technologj'"  is  devoted  to  advancing  the  tech- 
nology of  the  manufacttired  and  natural  gas  industries,  while  the  Association 
of  American  Railroads  building  serves  as  the  association's  headquarters  for 
engineering,  mechanical,  sanitation,  and  container  research. 
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Ill     OPGANIZATION 

Research  activities  at  the  Foundation  are  organized  into  four 
major  divisions.

INTEPmTIONAL  RESEARCH  DIVISION  —  All  phases  of  the  Foundation's  inter- 
national research  program  are  handled  by  the  Interantional 
division.  Much  of  the  actual  research,  however,  is  handled 
by  appropriate  departments  in  the  other  divisions. 
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IV    HOW  A  PROJECT  IS  HANDLED 


Essentially,  the  Foundation  is  a  place  where  sponsors  can 
contract  for  research  outside  their  ox-m  organizations  and  still  own  the 
results.  Lirge  companies  with  their  own  research  laboratories  turn  to 
the  Foundation  for  a  fresh  approach  or  a  new  idea.  Smaller  companies, 
whose  needs  or  budgets  do  not  justify  a  research  staff,  can  hire  trained 
specialists  and  expensive  equipment  for  either  short  or  long-range  programs. 

Projects  start  with  a  conference  between  sponsor  representatives 
and  Foundation  staff  members.  After  agreeing  on  the  objective,  the  Foun- 
dation estimates  the  cost  of  the  projected  program  and  a  contract  is  signed. 

Now  the  work  begins.  One  man  takes  charge  of  the  project  but  is 
assisted  by  a  tean  of  experts,  often  from  diverse  fields.  There  are  regular 
steering  committee  meetings  attended  by  sponsor  representatives  and  staff 
members.  Each  month,  a  written  report  goes  to  the  sponsor. 

Many  projects  require  the  assistance  of  the  Foundation's  re- 
search service  group,-  which  as  more  than  70  craftsmen,  Glassblowers, 
carpenters,  machinists,  and  others  handle  tooling  operations,  build  special 
equipment,  and  make  it  possible  for  the  men  in  the  laboratories  to  devote 
their  full  time  to  research  activities. 

When  a  project  is  completed,  all  information,  resiilts,  and  a 
final  report  are  turned  over  to  the  sponsor. 
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V    RESEARCH  OBJECTIVES 

Three  criteria,  plus  the  objectives  outlined  below,  determine 
x^hether  or  not  a  project  will  be  accepted  by  the  Foundation. 

First,  all  projects  must  show  some  signs  of  ultdjiiate  public 
benefit,  whether  direct  or  indirect. 

Second,  the  Foundation  must  be  convinced  that  the  project  is 
one  to  which  it  can  make  a  genuine  contribution. 

Third,  the  contemplated  project  must  not  conflict  with  other 
work  already  in  progress. 

In  line  with  these  criteria,  the  Foimdation  recognizes  10  justi- 
fiable industrial  research  motives: 

1.  To  anticipate  and  prevent  troubles, 

2.  To  cure  existing  troubles  and  decrease  rejects, 

3.  To  reduce  the  cost  of  a  product, 

h.  To  increase  the  utility  of  a  product. 

B.  To  reduce  consumer  operating  or  maintenance  costs. 

6.  To  develop  new  i^rocesses,  materials,  or  products. 

7.  To  improve  the  quality  of  existing  materials  or  products. 

8.  To  amass  scientific  information. 

9.  To  bring  about  better  standardization. 

10.   To  contribute  to  the  common  store  of  general  technical 
knox^ledge,  xirith  the  ultimate  motive  of  increased  markets 
through  raised  standards  of  living. 

Regular  research  and  development  programs  undertaken  at  the 

Foundation  are  conducted  under  a  standard  form  of  research  agreement. 

All  patents  and  publication  rights  belong  to  the  sponsor. 
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VI    PUBLIC  SERVICE  ACTIVITIES 

Each  year J  the  Foundation  earmarks  a  certain  amount  of  money 
for  special  public  service  activities. 

Txfjo  of  these  public  service  projects  directly  benefit  Chicago. 
They  are  the  noise  survey  and  dust  abatement  studies. 

Each  month^  the  Foundation  measures  and  analyzes  dust  collected 
from  2k  sampling  stations  located  throughout  the  city.  This  work  is  done 
in  cooperation  with  municipal  engineers. 

The  effect  of  noise  on  efficiency  and  personal  comfort  led  to 
a  two-year  survey  of  traffic  and  industrial  noise.  Foundation  acoustical 
engineers  made  more  than  50,000  measurements  in  heavy  traffic^  residential 
areas,  and  industrial  zones.   This  program  may  play  a  vital  part  in  writing 
or  revising  anti-noise  legislation. 

For  more  than  eight  years,  the  Foimdation's  National  Registry 
of  Rare  Chemicals  has  served  as  a  clearing  house  for  sources  of  chemicals 
not  regularly  listed  or  stocked  by  chemical  supply  houses.  At  present,  the 
Registry  lists  sources  for  about  21,^00  compounds.  Each  year,  X'jithout 
charge,  the  Registry  answers  more  than  8,000  inquiries. 

The  National  Registry  of  Crystallographic  Data  specializes  in 
identifying  compaunds  by  their  crystallographic  structure  and  has  files 
that  are  open  to  all  workers  in  crystallography. 
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VII    SPECIAL  lABOFATORIES 

The  Foundation  operates  several  special  laboratories  for 
unusual  analytical  or  service  functions.   These  laboratories,  used  primaiily 
for  work  on  sponsored,  projects,  are  available  to  industry  and  the  public. 

The  Precision  Gage  Laboratory  makes  extremely  accurate  mechanical 
measurements.  High-precision  calipers,  contour  projectors,  and  gages  are 
used  for  measurements  that  must  often  be  accurate  within  one  ten-millionth 
of  an  inch. 

The  Ohmite  Laboratory,  used  for  precision  electrical  measurements, 
is  also  available  to  industries  in  fields  not  normally  covered  by  the  com- 
mercial testing  laboratories.  Equipment  is  available  for  making  high-pre- 
cision measu.rements  on  electrical  and  mechanical  quantities  at  frequencies 
ranging  from  direct  current  to  the  ultra-high-frequency  region. 

At  Geneva,  111.,  the  Foundation  operates  one  of  the  five  re- 
verberation chambers  in  the  country.  At  present,  this  laboratorj^  is  being 
used  to  study  the  sound  absorbing  qualities  of  acoustical  materials.  Also 
available  is  the  Parmly  anechoic  chamber,  often  termed  "the  quietest  place 
in  Chicago,"  The  walls  and  ceiling  of  this  room  are  made  of  fiber-glass 
wedges  that  reduce  reverberation  and  echoes  to  a  miniraijm. 

For  solving  the  many  complex  mathematical  problems  that  arise 
in  research,  the  Foundation  has  its  oiim  analog  computer.   This  time-saving 
device  translates  numbers  and  formulas  into  electrical  quantities  and  gives 
rapid,  accurate  ansxrers. 

Other  special  laboratories  are  devoted  to  stress  analysis,  color 
photography,  foundry  work,  rubber,  and  ciystallography. 
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VIII    FUNDAMENTAL  RESEARCH 


Suggestions  from  the  scientific  staff  often  lead  to  Foundation- 
sponsored  fundamental  projects.  Occasionally,  these  projects  develop 
commercial  promise  and  are  made  available  for  industrial  sponsorship. 

Projects  for  fundamental  stuc^  are  selected  on  the  basis  of 
scientific  importance  and  broad  public  benefit. 

Some  of  the  most  interesting  fundamental  work  is  being  done 
in  the  high-pressure  laboratory. 

Work  on  the  development  of  air  filters  for  special  applications 
has  included  simdies  of  new  filter  materials,  fabricating  procedures,  and 
special  treatments. 

Another  project  was  devoted  to  a  study  of  jet  engine  exhausts j 
still  another  to  thn  construction  of  an  all-mirror  microscope. 

Other  fundamental  studies  hai^e  been  made  on  the  vitamin  re- 
quirements of  sulfa  treated  rats,  dirt  and  ice  in  liquid  fuels,  deep 
hardening  steels,  and  orthopedic  equipment  for  victims  of  cerebral 
palsy.

IX    PROFESSIONAL  MEETINGS 


Each  year,  the  Foundation  sponsors  sex'-eral  scientific 
conferences  and  sj-rmposia.  These  are  designed  to  bring  together 
large  groups  of  experts  in  a  particular  field. 

The  meetings  feature  talks  by  well-known  authorities  and 
usually  include  discussion  groups,  panel  sessions,  or  question-and- 
answer  sessions. 

Meetings  which  highlighted  the  past  year   include  the  National 
Noise  Abatement  Symposium,  the  National  Conference  on  Industrial  Hydraulics, 
a  Symposium  on  the  Analysis  and  Metallography  of  Titanivim,  the  National 
Congress  of  Applied  Mechanics,  the  Illinois  Conference  on  Industrial  Re- 
search, and  the  Midwest  Power  Conference. 

The  third  symposium  on  Thin  Films  was  also  held  during  the 
past  year.  This  annual  meeting,  unique  in  its  informal  procedure,  con- 
centrates on  a  different  phase  of  research  related  to  microscopy.

CHICAGO  —  Homeowners  and  industries  in  Southeastern  Kansas 
are  being  assured  of  well  planned  electric  service  in  the  years  ahead 
as  a  result  of  studies  recently  completed  at  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology, 

Electrically  speaking,  the  entire  area  served  by  the  Kansas 
Gas  and  Electric  company  was  set  up  in  a  single  room.  A  team  of  engi- 
neers from  Illinois  Tech  and  K.G.&  E,  analyzed  problems  of  design  and 
operation  which  will  affect  homeowners  in  the  Wichita,  Newton,  El  Dorado, 
Arkansas  City,  Independence,  and  Pittsburg  aroas. 

The  work  was  done  on  Illinois  Tech's  ^.100, 000  A-C  Netvrork 
Calculator,  an  elaborate  instrument  for  simulating  power  system  conditions. 

With  the  calculator,  any  power  system  can  be  exactly  reproduced. 
Instead  of  time-consuming  mathematics,  any  electrical  engineer  can  set  up, 
in  miniature,  a  sj'^Etem  representing  hundreds  of  iniles  of  lines,  and 
measure  voltages  and  power  at  any  point  under  any  conditions. 

Enough  circuit  elements  are  available  to  represent  12  generating 
stations,  100  transmission  lines  or  transformers,  I4.O  loads,  and  I8  vari- 
able ratio  transformers. 

The  miniatujre  rystem  can  be  adjusted  to  simulate  any  operating 
conditions.  From  readings,  the  engineers  can  immediately  determine  the

effects  of  additional  loads,  methods  by  which  they  can  be  carried, 
system  performance  under  normal  or  emergency  conditions,  and  system 
changes  that  dan,  should,  or  must  be  made  in  the  future. 

Orrin  R.  Hantla,  H.  E.  Margrave,  IJaurice  Hamlin,  Stanley 
J.  Sickol,  and  Edgar  J.  Karsten  of  Kansas  Oas  and  Electric  worked  on 
the  projects 

The  studj''  was  made  to  determine  V'-q   need  for  facilities  to 
take  care  of  anticipated  load  growth. 

These  engineers  supplied  complete  information  on  the  power 
system,  and  characteristics  of  all  lines,  ganerc.tors,  transformers, 
loads,  and  voltages  were  reduced  to  calculator  values. 

The  circuits  on  the  calculator  xfcrc  then  connected  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  real  equipment  and  adjusted  to  have  equal  values. 
When  all  conditions  were  matched,  the  setup  became  an  exact  replica 
of  the  Kansas  Gas  and  Electric  system. 

Changes  Xirero  made,  new  lines  added,  new  loads  served,  new 
equipment  put  into  operation,  and  accurate,  immediate  measurements  wore 
made  to  show  the  effects  of  such  changes.

Electrically  speaking,  the  entire  area  served  by  the  Cleveland 
Electric  IlluiTiinating  company  was  set  up  in  a  single  room,  A  team  of 
engineers  from  Illinois  Tech  and  CEI  analyzed  problems  of  design  and 
operation  which  will  affect  14.30,000  electric  power  customers  in  five  Ohio 
counties. 

Cleveland  Electric  Illuminating  company  serves  an  area  with  a 
population  of  1,500,000  in  Cuyahoga,  Lake,  Geau[,a,  Ashtabula,  and  Loi^ariji 
counties. 

The  work  was  done  on  Illinois  Tech's  1100,000  A-C  Network  Calculator, 
an  elaborate  instrument  for  simulating  power   system  conditions. 

With  the  network  calculator,  any  power  system  can  be  exactly  re- 
produced. Instead  of  vising  time-consuming  mathematics,  an  electrical 
engineer  can  set  up,  in  miniature,  a  system  representing  lines  extending 
for  himdreds  of  miles  and  measure  power  and  voltages  at  any  point  under 
any  conditions. 

Enongh  circuit  elements  are  available  to  represent  12  generatjjig 
stations,  100  transmission  lines  or  transformers,  kO   loads,  and  18  variable- 
ratio  transformers.

The  miniature  vSystem  can  be  adjusted  to  simulate  any  operating 
conditions.  From  I'oadingSj  the  engineers  can  immediately  deterinine  the 
effects  of  additional  loads ,  methods  by  which  they  may  be  carried,  system 
performance  under  normal  or  emergency  conditi.ons,  anc".  system  changes  vfhich 
can,  should,  or  must  be  made  in  the  future.

The  stvi.dy  vias   made  to  determine  what  changes  will  need  to  be 
made  when  the  now  ]j]3.stlake  generating  plant  begins  operation. 

Those  engineers  supplied  complete  information  on  tlie  local  system, 
including  characteristics  of  all  lines,  generators,  transformers,  loads, 
and  voltages.  These  wore  then  reduced  to  calculator  values. 

The  circuits  on  the  calculator  were  then  connected  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  real  equipment  and  adjusted  to  have  equivalent  values.  When 
all  the  conditions  were  matched,  the  settip  became  an  exact  replica  of  the 
Cleveland  Electric  Illuminating  Company  system. 

Changes  were  made,  new  lines  added,  new  loads  served,  ne^^r  gener- 
ating equipment  put  into  operation,  and  accurate,  immediate  measurements 
were  made  at  all  points  to  show  the  effects  of  such  changes.

CHICAGO  —  An  average  of  nearlj'-  nine  tons  less  dust  fell  on 
each  square  rndle  of  Chicago  during  August  than  in  any  other  month  so 
far  this  year. 

Maurice  Kayner,  chief  analytical  chemst  at  Armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  reported  this  consistent 
decrease  in  Chicago  dustfall  today.   The  average  for  the  entire  city  was 
3I4-.93  tons  per  square  milCj  he  said,   July's  average  was  k3.^9   tons. 

Each  month  as  a  public  service  the  Foundation  measures  and 
analyzes  the  dust  collected  from  2^  sainpling  stations  for  the  Chicago 
smoke  inspection  and  abatement  department. 

Heaviest  dustfall  last  month  was  in  the  h.OO  block  of  South 
LaSalle  street^  x-jith  a  total  of  87.55  tons.   The  city's  most  dustfree 
area  was  the  3100  block  of  V/est  Long  street,  where  only  18.92  tons  fell.

CKICAGO  —  One  hiandred  and  sixty  officers  of  the  U.  S.  Coast 
Guard  will  take  a  special  course  this  year  in  fire  protection  engineering 
at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology.

In  addition  to  the  classroom  work  at  I.  linois  Tech,  several  field 
trips  will  bo  made.  An  inspection  trip  to  the  I'Jhiting,  Ind.,  docks  of  the 
Standard  Oil  company  will  dem.onstrate  to  the  officers  facilities  for  trans- 
ferring inflamraable  liquids. 

The  men  will  pay  a  visit  to  Chicago's  new  fire  boat,  the  latest 
in  such  equipment,  for  a  demonstration  of  this  phase  of  fire  fighting.   Trips 
will  also  be  made  to  the  Corn  Products  company  plant  at  Argo,  111,,  to  see 
how  grain  is  handled,  and  to  the  International  Harvester  Xirorks.

CHICAGO  —  Noise  abateicent  problems  faced  by  the  United  States  Air  Force 
were  discussed  today  in  a  talk  by  an  Air  Force  medical  officer  at  the  second 
annual  Noise  Abatement  Symposium  at  Technology  Center,  arranged  by  Armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

Maj.  H.  0,  Barrack,  a  doctor  who  is  chief  of  the  bio-acoustic  unit,  Aero 
Medical  Laboratory  at  Wright  Patterson  Air  Force  base,  Dayton,  Ohio,  told  the 
symposium  that  his  branch  of  the  service  has  partially  evaluated  man's  responses 
to  the  noises  encountered  in  Air  Force  work. 

He  also  presented  a  sample  of  a  typical  noise  field  existing  in  Air  Force 
operations,  and  classified  it  in  respect  to  its  probable  action  on  men  exposed 
to  it. 

Major  Iferrack's  talk  was  entitled  "Physiological  and  Psychological  Effects 
of  Noise. "  He  emphasized  that  the  ear  is  not  the  only  organ  affected  by  noise. 
In  addition,  he  said,  noise  or  "vibratory  energy"  may  enter  the  body  directly 
through  its  surface,  or  it  may  act  upon  several  different  "receptor  organs" 
located  in  muscle  joints  and  tendons.

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CHICAGO  —  Acoustics  experts  are  now   affecting  many  architectural  designs 
for  the  better,  an  architect  told  the  second  annual  National  Noise  Abatement 
Symposium  at  Technology  Center  today. 

Benjamin  L,  Smith  of  Voorhees,  Walker,  Foley  &  Smith,  New  York  City,  said 
that,  when  acoustical  characteristics  are  important,  "invariably  we  have  found 
the  scientist  to  be  imaginative  and  resourceful  in  producing  a  solution  satisfying 
to  his  needs  and  harmonious  to  our  desired  architectural  expression. " 

Smith  told  the  meeting,  arranged  by  Armour  Research  Foundation  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  that  consideration  of  sound  control  must  take 
place  in  the  early  stages  of  a  project.  Problems  can  then  be  attacked  directly 
■to  obtain  worthwhile  results  in  design. 

"Often  the  architect  will  find  that  the  acoustician  can  offer  solutions 
to  specific  problems  which  will  offer  the  architect  unusual  design  opportunities," 
the  speaker  pointed  out. 

Smith  urged  that  architects  consider  construction  methods  leading  to 
better  noise  control  and  recommended  the  use  of  less  noisy  engine-driven 
construction  equipment.

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CHICAGO  —  An  attorney  today  called  on  medical,  legal^and  acoustical 

authorities  to  develop  a  "simple  medico-legal  formula"  for  properly  placing  the 
responsibility  for  deafness  resulting  from  industrial  noise  "where  it  properly 
belongs," 

In  addition  said  Noel  S.  Symons  of  Buffalo,  N.Y. ,  the  formula  should 
include  an  easily-understood  method  of  determining  the  exact  degree  of  hearing  loss 
which  may  have  resulted  from  noises  in  business  and  industry,  Symons  addressed  the 
second  annual  National  Noise  Abatement  Symposiujn  at  Technology  Center,  arranged  by 
Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 

Pointing  out  that  there  is  a  vact  divergence  of  legal  and  medical  opinion 
on  industrially-caused  deafness,  the  lawyer  said  that  so  far  no  one  has  come  up 
with  a  xiTorkablo  formula  for  settling  cases  arising  from  industry  noises  with 
uniform  fairness.   Courts  thcms^jlves  have  rendered  contradictory  verdicts,  he  added. 

Such  a  new  formula,  he  said,  would  be  of  special  value  in  cases  involving 
military  personnel  and  instances  of  vocational  rehabilitation  necessitated  by 
deafness. 

Symons  pointed  out  the  complexity  of  the  subject.   Loss  of  hearing  ivith 
ago,  the  fact  that  possible  deafness  may  bo  ctunulative  over  a  period  of  several 
years,  and  the  prospect  of  later  improvement  in  hearing  are  conplLcating  factors, 
he  said.

CHICAGO  —  Pointing  out  that  "noise  deafness  cannot  be  cured,  but  it  can 
be  prevented,"  a  Northwestern  university  professor  today  urged  industry  to 
acertain  "noise  susceptible"  employes  before  their  hearing  is  damaged. 

Dr.  George  E,  Shambaugh,  Jr.,  professor  of  otolaryngology  at  Northwestern, 
addressed  the  second  annual  National  Noise  Abatement  Symposium  at  Technology 
Center,  arranged  by  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

"Wo  do  not  know  w.hy  same  ears  are  so  much  more  noise  susceptible  than  others!,' 
he  said,  "but  t''>e  fact  that  these  groat  differences  do  exist  is  extremely  important 
in  the  prevention  of  noise  deafness," 

In  addition.  Dr.  Shambaugh  said,  differences  exist  in  the  "rate  of  recovery" 
from  exposure  to  noise,  and  "particularly  great  differences  occur  in  the  degree  of 
permanent  noise  deafness  that  develops  in  a  group  of  workers  exposed  to  the  same 
noise  for  the  same  length  of  time." 

The  answer,  at  least  partially,  he  said,  is  for  industries  having  specified 
high  noise  levels  to  require  an  "audiogram"  of  prospective  employes  to  determine 
their  noise  susceptibilities,  with  follow-up  audiograms  one  or  txTO  months  later. 
If  the  follow-up  shows  a  loss,  he  recommended  the  x-rorker  be  transferred  to  quieter 
work  or  required  to  vroar  protective  devices.

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CHICAGO  —  A  siraple  method  of  determining  the  loudness  of  noise  scientifi- 
cally was  described  toda;^  at  the  second  annual  National  Noise  Abatement  Sjmiposiuni 
at  Technology  Center, 

The  new  method  presents  the  inforination  on  a  special  graph  paper  developed 
by  a  team  of  acoustics  experts  at  Armour  Research  Foujidation  of  Il].inois  Institute 
of  Technology. 

Daniel  B.  Callaway,  Foundation  physicist,  explained  that  a  screech  is  louder 

than  a  thud  with  the  seme  decibel  rating  (a  decibel  is  a  unit  of  soLmd  pressure). 

The  new  graph  paper  tells  how  much  louder  one  kind  of  sound  is  than  another  with 

the  same  decibel  level  but  a  different  pitch, 

"Instruments  measure  objective  physical  properties  of  sound,  but  the  problem 

is  to  measure  subjective  properties  of  sound  as  people  hear  them, "  Callaway  said, 
"That's  why  we  have  soncs  (units  of  loudness)  as  well  as  decibels." 
Callaway  outlined  the  simplified  method  as  follows : 

1,  Divide  the  noise  into  bands  according  to  frequency  (pitch)  and 
measure  the  decibel  level  for  each  band, 

2,  Determine  the  loudness  for  each  frequency  band  by  moans  of  the 
special  graph  paper, 

3,  Add  t'ne  loudness  of  all  bands  to  determine  total  loudness, 
Callaway  said  the  new  method  is  a  simplification  of  a  method  recently  pro- 
posed by  scientists  at  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology, 
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CHICAGO  —  Children  who  are  poor  readers  may  compensate  for  their  inability 
by  seeking  to  gain  attention,  often  leading  to  delinquency  and  anti-social  behavior, 
George  S,  Speer,  director  of  the  Institute  for  Psychological  Services  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology  said  this  morning. 

Speer  spoke  before  the  regional  conference  of  tne  National  Association  of 
Remedial  Teachers  at  Illinois  Tech  where  leading  remedial  reading  educators  from 
the  Middle  West  gathered  to  discuss  problems  faced  by  poor  readers  in  school,  at 
home,  and  with  children  of  their  own  age. 

"So  much  of  the  curriculum  in  high  school  or  college  is  dependent  upon  the 
use  and  understanding  of  English,"  Speer  said,  "that  the  poor  reader  is  seriously 
handicapped  in  a  large  portion  of  his  required  studies™  His  attempt  to  succeed 
requires  greater  time  and  effort  and  his  achievement  is  usually  less." 

Speer  pointed  out  that  there  are  nany  methods  of  compensating  for  the 
inability  to  read  well,  but  that  the  most  unfortunate  retarcad  reader  is  the  one 
who  comes  to  feel  that  his  is  stupid,  and  gives  up. 

"He  leaves  school,  sometimes  making  reasonable  satisfactory  adjustments, 
but  nnny  times  not,"  Speer  said. 

•He  may,  before  he  withdraws  from  school,  seek  to  gain  attention  and  a  form 

of  status  through  notoriety  by  various  types  of  objectionable  behavior.  In  many 

cases  this  behavior  is  only  annoying,  and  a  discipline  problem  at  worst,  but  it  may 
well  lead,  as  it  frequently  does,  to  various  forms  of  delinquency  and  anti-social 
behavioru"

Stulllcen  spoke  this  morning  before  the  regional  conference 
of  the  National  Association  of  Remedial  Tcfchers  at  Illinois  Institute 
of  Tochnoloty. 

"Retarded  readers  are  unfortunate  children,"  said  Stullken, 
"They  have  lagged  behind  in  school  classes  and  have  been  rejected  by 
teachers  and  parents  alike.  Too  often  they  have  lacked  all  sense  of 
success  in  school  and  have  piled  up  feelinrs  of  failui'e, 

"As  a  result  of  this  they  have  developed  a  bewildering  assortment 
of  maladjustments.  The  visible  evidences  of  these  are  behavior  problems 
of  an  unsocial  natu.re,  such  as  stealing,  fighting,  and  playing  truant,"

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CHIQIGO  —  Children  who  are  poor  readers  may  bccoine  even  poorer  under 

pressviro  from  their  parents  to  do  better,  said  Dr.  Rudolf  Drcikurs  this  morning 

before  the  regional  conference  of  the  National  Association  of  Remedial  Teachers 

at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 

IiJhon  parents  arc  advised  to  help  their  slow-reading  child  by  sitting  with 

him  and  stipervising  his  reading  and  school  work,  said  Dreikurs,  they  increase 

their  pressure  and  over-concern  and  thereby  discourage  the  child  even  further, 

"In  this  senee  his  inability  to  read  may  become  a  means  of  subtle  rebellion 

and  defiance.  The  more  the  parents  insist  upon  his  performance  the  more  ho  refuses 

it. 

"This  disturbed  relationship  between  parents  and  child,"  said  Dreikurs,  "is 

usually  not  limited  to  reading  problems,  but  is  expressed  in  many  other  forms  of 
non-cooperation  and  refusal  to  take  on  responsibility." 

"Over-protection  from  parents  and  their  undue  demands  upon  the  child's  per- 
formance often  result  in  the  child's  giving  up  his  own  e.f forts  because  he  comes  to 
doubt  his  oxm  ability, 

"It  is  not  advisable,"  concluded  Dreikurs,  "that  parents  who  have  failed  in 
the  first  place  to  train  the  child  in  proper  working  habits  should  be  called  upon 
to  supervise  the  child's  school  work  and  help  him  in  performng, 

"The  best  way  for  parents  to  help  the  child  is  to  let  hira  C-'cperience  liis  owr. 

strength  and  abilities  to  avoid  discouraging  hiia  on  one  hand  and  doing  things  for 
him  on  the  other.   They  must  develop  faith  in  the  child,  instead  of  criticizing 
and  humiliating  himj  othoriiri.se  the  child  cannot  develop  faith  in  himself. "

CHICAGO  —  Dr.    Henry  T,   Heald,    president  of   Illinois   Institute  of 
Technology,   said  last  night  the  Institute's  future  accomplishments  will  exceed 
those  of  the  past. 

Dr.   Heald  made  his  annual  report  to  the  Institute's  board  of  trustees  at 
the  Chicago  Club.     The  Institute's  I950-31  fiscal  year  ended  August  3I. 

He  announced  last  week  that  he  will  become  chancellor  of  New  York  University 
sometime  after  the  first  of  next  year. 

"Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  has  made  a  mark  in  education  and  research 
because  a  great  many  people  have  given  it  unselfish  support,   because  they  have 
believed  in  it,   and  because  they  have  backed  up  that  belief  with  hard  work." 

He  said  the  Institute  rests  upon  a  sound  foundation  and  enjoys  wide 
community  support. 

"It  V7ill  continue  to  make  an  impressive  record  in  engineering  and  scientific 
education  and  research.     Its  contribution  to  Chicago  and  the  nation  has  been 
outstanding,   and  it  will  continue  to  be  a  great  credit  to  the  community  and  the 
country. " 

He  reaffirmed  the   Institute's  objectives  in  these  words: 

"It  believes  in  a  few  simple  tenets;     that  education  is  a  source  of 
strength— moral,  mental,  and  material;   that  research  contributes  to  the  well-being 
of  the  peoplej   that  education  and  research  privately  supported  in  an  atmosphere

of  freedom  help  guarantee  all  the  freedoms  we  cherish  in  a  democracy, " 

He  warned  that  widespread  inflation  and  declining  enrollment  seriously 
threaten  the  nation's  privately  supported  colleges. 

Dr.  Hedld  stressed  the  need  for   larger*  gifts  to  private  education  from 
alumni,   frienddj   corporations,   and  foundationfei 

In  a  discussion  of  education  and  the  national  emergency,   he  reviewed  the 
nation's  manpower  policy,    "never  well-defined,  often  badly  executed,"  which 
followed  the  outbreak  of  the  Korean  war. 

"The  changing  pattern  of  world  affairs  and  the  exigencies  and  uncertainties 
of  the  nation's  military  needs  have  made  it  difficult  to  estinate  future  enrollment 
with  any  degree  of  accuracy. 

"This,   in  turn,   has  made  doubly  difficult  the  problems  of  planning, 
budgetingi  and  developing  an  educational  program  for  the  immediate  future." 

He  noted  the  serious  import  to  the  country  in  the  dropping  enrollment  in 
engineering  and  science. 

At  the  peak  of  the  post-war  enrollment   in  1930,   more  than  5° i 000  engineers 
were  graduated  in  the  United  States,     On  the  basis  of  present  freshiran  and  sophomore 
enrollment,   the  total  in  1954  will  not  exceed  17,000. 

"This   is  less  than  ene-half  the  anticipated  need  at  that  time,"  he  said. 

"There  is  grave  danger,"  Dr.   Heald  warned,    "that  our  defense  effort, 
especially  military  and  civilian  research,  will  be  seriously  jeopardized  by  the 
lack  of  engineering  and  scientific  personnel.^ 

"Their  knowledge  and  skill  are  essential  to  survival  in  an  all-out  war, 
and  we  depend  upon  them  for  technological  progress  in  peacetime. " 

He  added  that  no  solution  is  in  sight  within  the  framework  of  the  selective 
service  system  or  any  other  existing  government  agency.

Complete  metering  of 
an  actual  power  system  is  niuch  too  expensive  to  be  practical. 

This  miniature  system  method  of  raaking  a  study  is  especially  effective  because 
the  engineers  set  up  a  model  of  what  the  system  -vifill  be  in  the  future.

CHIGAGrO  —  Chicago  was  almost  twice  as  dusty  last  month  as   it  was   in 
September,    1950. 

Maurice  Kayner,    chief  analytical  chemist  at  Armour  Research  Foundation 
of  Illinois   Institute  of  Technology,    reported  today  that  the  average  dustfall 
per  square  mile   last  month  was  64o34  tons.      In  September,    195^.    the  total  was 
33,94  tons, 

"This   is  probably  attributable,"  Kayner  said,    "to  higher  wind  velocities 
during  September  of  this  year.     As  compared  with  September,    1950,    there  were 
more  than  twice  as  many  days  with  wind  velocities  exceeding  20  miles  per  hour 
last  montho " 

The  chemist  also  pointed  out  that  the  average  temperature  was  lower   in 
September,    1951»    with  the  result  that  people  were  building  more  home  fires«      In 
addition,    the  rainfall  exceeded  that  for  September,    1950,   and  some  of  the  dust 
possibly  was  brought  in  by  the  rain. 

Each  month  as  a  public  service  the  Foundation  collects,   measures,   and 
analyzes  the  dust  from  25  sampling  stations  for  the  Chicago  smoke  inspection  and 
abatement  department. 

Dustiest  spot   in  the  city  last  month  was  the  first  block  of  North  LaSalle 
street,   where  the  recorded  dustfall  was  212,91  tons.      The  area  most  free  of  dust 
was  around  73OO  Eratt  street,   V7here  the  total  was   19.73  tons.

CHICAGO — A  new  television  circuit,  known  as  "Fringelock,"  -vjhich  yilll  re- 
duce local  interference  ¥/ith  television  pictures,  was  described  today  by  Meyer 
Marks  of  the  Zenith  Radio  corporation  research  department  before  the  seventh  annual 
National  Electronics  Conference  at  the  Edgewater  Beach  hotel. 

One  of  the  main  weaknesses  of  current  television  receivers,  according  to 
Marks,  is  poor  synchronisation  of  the  picture,  especially  in  the  fringe  reception 
areas.  Poor  synchronization  makes  the  picture  roll  over,  squirm,  and  bounce  in 
response  to  household  appliances  or  nearby  motor  traffic. 

The  "Fringelock"  circuit,  worked  out  in  the  Zenith  laboratories,  is 
designed  to  cure  these  difficulties. 

"It  requires  a  radical  change  in  circuit  design,"  said  Marks,  "but  involves 
the  addition  of  surprisingly  few  small  parts  and  no  additional  tubes, 

"This  new  device  is  so  connected  that  dangerous  interference,  which  v/ith 
conventional  circuits  causes  wobble  and  flutter,  kills  itself,  permitting  normal 
synchronization." 

The  circuit  which  the  "Fringelock"  replaces,  known  as  a  sync-separator 
circuit,  separates  the  picture  synchronizing  pulse  from  the  rest  of  the  television 
signal  picked  up  by  the  antenna, 

"This  job  becomes  exceedingly  difficult  when  the  antenna  picks  up  local 
interference  which  may  be  m.any  times  stronger  than  the  signals  of  a  distant  tele- 
vision transmitter,"  added  Jiarks, 

Television  engineers  have  long  been  trying  to  cure  this  trouble,  but  up  to 
now  they  have  been  doing  so  by  increasing  the  number  of  tubes  in  the  circuit,  there  - 
by  increasing  the  cost  of  the  receiver,

CHICAGO  -  -  "Trapping  electrons"  to  operate  radios  and  television 
sets  at  high  frequencies  vjas  described  today  at  one  of  the  opening  sessions 
of  the  three-day  National  Electronics  conference  at  the  Edgewater  Beach  hotel. 

The  "trap",  a  nevj  and  improved  type  of  rectifier  suitable  for 
generating  up  to  15,000  DC  volts,  was  explained  by  Ernest  G.  Linder  and  Edvirard 
G.  Apgar  of  the  RCA  Laboratories  in  Princeton,  N.  J,,  and  John  H.  Coleman  of 
the  Radiation  Research  corporation,  West  Palm  Beach,  Fla, 

These  electronics  experts  have  eliminated  the  need  for  heating 
cathodes  up  to  1800  degrees  and  have  utilized  a  novel  principle  termed  "electron 
trapping."  They  explained  that  the  few  electrons  trapped  v/ithin  a  tube  are 
moved  at  high  velocity,  collide  vjith  each  other,  and  result  in  many  more 
electrons,  thus  creating  a  supply  sufficient  for  the  operation  of  the  tube  as 
a  rectifier. 

The  electron  trapping  principle  permits  the  use  of  gas  within  the 
tube  at  much  lower  pressures  than  usual,  resulting  in  the  generation  of  much 
higher  voltages  and  operation  at  higher  frequencies  than  was  previously 
possible, 

A  small,  permanent  magnet  is  used  with  the  device,

CHICAGO  Statio  which  appears  as  "snow"  on  television,  "noise"  in 

radios,  and  "grass"  on  radar  screens,  will  probably  be  reduced  following 
investigations  by  Allen  H.  Schooley,  electronic  scientist  at  the  Naval  Research 
Laboratory,  Washington,  D.  C,  as  reported  today  at  the  seventh  annual  National 
Electronics  conference  meeting  this  week  at  the  Edgewater  Beach  hotel. 

Unwanted  electronic  disturbances  in  detectors  is  one  cause  of  the 
noise  or  snow  and  is  a  great  concern  to  radio  and  television  engineers,  Schooley 
told  the  conference. 

Research  investigations  at  the  Naval  Laboratory  were  primarily  to 
improve  radar  performance  for  military  uses,  he  said,  but  the  data  will  also  be 
useful  for  improving  civilian  radio  and  television  sets. 

Electronic  detectors  are  a  basic  part  of  all  receivers,  according  to 
the  scientist,  and  by  investigating  various  shapes  of  detectors,  the  most 
efficient  one  for  best  performance  can  be  selected.

Institute  of  Technology  have  developed  a  device   for  magnetically  recording  on 
tape  the  tiny  electrical  impulses   originating  in  the  muscles  of  the  body. 

/ij^nouncomont  of  the  nev;r  and  vastly  improved  magnetic  recorder  came 
today  in  a  paper  presented  by  James  Le  Murphy  and  Hilary  W,   Prvola  of  the 
Foundation  electrical  engineering  department,    at  the  Rational  Electronics 
conference » 

The   recorder  was   developed   in  a  research  project  for  the   University 
of   Illinois   and  novir  is   in  use   at  the   school's   hospital. 

It   reduces  the    cost  of  recording  the  minute  muscular  electrical 
charges  emanating  from  body  muscles  by  more  than  98  per  cent.     Heretofore, 
the   impulses  have  been  recorded  in  many  instances   on  film  at   a  cost  of  |9  per 
minute.     Now,    using   standard  magnetic   recording  tape   and   a  now  typo,   high 
fidelity  recorder,   the   cost   is   $3,50  for  a  half  hour  of   recording. 

In  addition,    the   cjnplificr  and   recorder  are  of   a  type  knovin  as

"The  apparatus,"  Ettinger  concluded,  "will  also  be  useful  in 
medical  applications  to  study  electrical  energy  in  the  human  brain,  and  in 
the  precise  measurement  of  light  omitted  by  stars  barely  visible  to  the  human 
oye," 
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CHICAGO  -  -  Magnetic  amplifiers  can  now  be  made  to  operate  in  ranges 
from  below  the  low  commercial  power  frequencies  to  the  megacycles  of  ultra 
high  frequency  radio,  according  to  Edgar  V.  Weir,  director  of  engineering  for 
Magnetics,  incorporated,  Butler,  Penn.,  who  addressed  the  National  Electronics

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CHICAGO  -  -  A  study  which  resulted  in  the  development  of  a  new  method 
of  design  vjhich  is  based  on  three  mathematical  theorems  was  illustrated  this 
morning  by  J.  Frank  Koenig  of  the  University  of  Illinois  engineering  department 
at  the  seventh  annual  meeting  and  exhibition  .of  the  National  Electronics 
conference. 

Koenig  calls  this  new  design  method  the  "root  trajectory"  method  as 
the  roots  of  the  control  system  equation  are  obtained  as  important  design 
parameters  are  varied.

CHICAGO  —  An  aooustics  expert  from  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology  today  deaoribed  the  design  of  a  special  cell  to  quiet  the 
ca:c-shattering  noise  coming  from  airplane  jet  engines  when  being  tested^ 

Dr.  Howard  C,  Iferdy,  who  is  assistant  chairman  of  the  Foundation  physics 
department  and  who  heads  its  research  on  acoustics  and  vibrations,  presented  his 
description  in  a  paper  before  the  Acoustical  Society  of  America,  now  meeting  at 
the  Sherman  hotelo 

Instead  of  permitting  the  sound  from  jet  engines  to  "run  wild,"  Dr»  Hardy 
said  that  a  special  structure  developed  by  Foundation  scientists  channels  it 
through  a  series  of  180-degree  turns.  Each  turns  he  added,  actually  "kills"  at 
least  15  decibels  of  the  noise. 

He  characterized  the  problem  of  quieting  the  jet  engines  test  cells  as 
"one  of  the  most  formidable"  facing  manufacturers » 

"The  magnitude  of  the  problem  is  much  larger  than  in  the  past  war, "  he 
declared,  "chiefly  because  the  noise  of  the  jet  engine  is  about  10  times  as  loud 
and  can  be  heard  about  30  times  as  far  as  the  noise  coming  from  conventional 
reciprocating  gasoline  engineso " 

The  Foundation  acoustics  experts  have  studied  many  types  of  quieting 
installations,  he  said,  "with  a  view  toward  construction  of  one  which  is  reasonable 
in  cost. "

The  tX'To  demonstrations  will  cliraax  eight  months  of  research  by 
Armour  Research  Foundation  under  Air  Force  contract.   Gordon  W,  Johnson, 
supervisor  of  foundry  process  and  steel  making  research  at  the  Foundation,  was 
in  charge  of  the  project. 

Many  parts  of  aircraft,  such  as  doors,  engine  covers,  and  fcdrings, 
are  made  in  metal  dies.  Aircraft  builders  have  found  one  of  their  biggest 
problems  in  the  casting  of  these  dies  which  are  made  by  pouring  molten  metal 
into  sand  molds.   Often,  as  the  die  cools  and  solidifies,  it  loses  its  shape 
through  warping  and  shrinkage.   This  means  remelting,  repouring,  and — when 
the  die  is  finally  taken  from  the  sand  mold--cutting  and  trimming  to  desired 
shape. 
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
